OTTAWA—The recent observation 
of the Bishop of London, England, 
that he had failed to find an enthus- 
iustic welcome for a Britisher in any 
part of the empire was alluded to by 
Rev. Dr. C. O. McLuurin, superinten 
dent of western Bapust missions dur- 
an address here. 

Rev Dr McLaurin said: 

“No matter what nationality they 
are: if they make pood they are wel- 
come in Canada" ‘The speaker declar 
ed the world is going to need the pro 
duce of the millions of acres of va- 
cant cultivable land in the west. But 
men from British Isles cannot be per 
suaded to go on to the land in most 
cases. Rev Dr. McLaurin told the dele 
gates that in Poland, Russia, Czecho 
Slovakia and-other European coun- 
tries there are thovsands of people 
anxious to get to Canada. They have 
to pay $250 for their ticket and in 
Russia $300 to the government to be 
allowed to cross the, border. Still they 
come to Canada and make good, the 
men often saving until they are able 
to gend for their families. 

Britishers can get all kinds of gov- 

ernment assistance, he said, and get 
on the land at a cost of only about 
$50 each. Still they cannot be induced 
to come in any quantity. And the land 
has got to be developed urged the 
doctor If Britishers won't then others 
have to be given the opportunity. 
’ Rev Dr. McLaurin declared that 
students in Alberta according to au- 
thdrities are of British origin show- 
ing how keen they are to make good 
Many of the students who came here 
15 to 20 years ago with no means.

Out door breathing is best and 
‘what better time than when motor- 
ing. It is not one of those spectocular 
exercises that creates attention and 
so you can go about this beautifying 
quietly and derive Jasting benefits. 

In suggesting one to relax, I do 
not mean to slump. One may sit and 
loll comfortably without sitting on 
the spine and allowing the chest to 
sink in. When a comfortable sen- 
sible position has been assumed, then 
with the mouth closed inhale a long 
deep breath. Hold it a few seconds, 
then slowly let it out through the 
rose. Repeat this several times and 
then perform. this exercise with 
mouth slightly open for the inhala- 
tion and exhale through the nose. 
Practice holding the breath a little 
before exhaling. 
This gives you wonderful breath con- 
trol so needed in singing and so valu 
able in taking. 

There is no better natural cure for 
weak lungs than deep breathing in 
fresh air. Many would not have to go 
to the sanitariums if they would real 
ize that the whole outdoors is na- 
ture’s sanitarium anda the air is free 

Relax comfortably and give your 
lungs an air treat. Few breathe pro- 
perly. Those who do have well-develo 
ped lungs, broad chest and good look 
ing bust. With shallow breathers the 
chest barely rises and falls. The move 
ment is imperceptible. Proper breath 


‘ing that rouses the Ltlood to. healthy 


action and stimulates every gland 
helps the stomach to do better wori 
gives the skin a giowing color and 
1ounds out and makes a first bust 
means deep breathing The breath 
should come as it were from the very 
pit of the stomach. 

Start very slowly. Imagine that 
kreath has to be raised from the very 
toes right up to the top of the head. 
In dcing this the stomach receives 
wonderful exercise thc waistline limb 
ers, the entire diaphregm expands the 
chest broadens and every neck cre- 
vice and hollow becomes inflated. 
Breathing is one of the best wrinkle 
preventives, eye brighteners, color 
makers and voice cultivators. 

There is just as much fresh air and 
sun shine in the old home town as 
there is in a health resort.

SUPERING FOR THE CROP 
(Experimental Farms Note.) 


Supers for the storing of surplus 
honey should be given just as the 
honey flow is starting. This may be 
determined by the vray the bees are 
flying busily in and out of the en- 
trance of the hive, and by the pre- 
sence of new wax built along the up- 
per edges of the combs. 

Supering for extracted-honey pro- 
duction differs from that of comb- 
honey production. - 

In extracted- honey production, the 
queen is confined to the brood cham- 
ber by a wire queen-excluder, and a 
super of extracting combs is placed a 
bove, When this super is about one- 
third full (which is judged by its 
weight), replace it by another one 
next the brood chamber and put the 
first one on top. The order when giv- 
ing third super is: third one next the 
brood chamber, the second above it, 
and the first one on top. After the 
peak of the flow, room is given less 
liberally. ; 

In comb-honey production it is un- 
necessary to confine the queen below 
by an excluder, as she will seldom go 
above the supers of sections. To get 
the bees to work in the sections, how 
ever, is sometimes difficult, and the 
following methods are. suggested: 
(1)give the bees a super of empty 
extracting-combs; then, when they 
have started work in ity raise it up 
and place a super of sections between 


it and the brook chamber; (2) use 
extracting-combs a8 well as sections 
in the super; (3) use bait sections; or 

(4) run the colony in two chambers 
during the breeding season; then, re 
move the upper chamber and put on 
a super of sections. 

«The order of comb-honey supering 
is as follows: When the first super is 
well started it is raised to the top; 
and each successive super given is 
placed next the brood chamber and 
then raised to the top. Towards. the 
end of the flow, give less space in 
order that as many sections may be 
finished as possible.

PREPARE FOR SCHOOL 


The summer vacation should be 

used to prepare children for school 
Any parents who have been advised 
by the school physician or the family 
physician that their child is in need 
of medical care, and who have not 
acted upon the advice should attend 
to it without further delay. 
The parent of a child who will enter 
school for the first time in the autumn 
would be well advised to have the 
child examined by the family physic- 
ian, in order to find out whether or 
not he is in need of any treatment. 

Now is the time to have any 
physical defects corrected. The child 
then has the summer in which to 
build up his vitality. and will enter 
school physically fit. There is no 
question that the child who is phy- 
sically fit, to begin with, and who 
leads a regular hygienic life is the 
one who develops best both physically. 
end mentally. , 

Children with diseased tonsils, ad- 
enoids, diseased teeth, or who require 
vlasses are very definitely handi- 
capped. Children who do not receive 
proper food, who have not sufficient 
rest, who do not’ play out of doors are 
stunted physically and dulled men- 
tally compared with what they should 
be. 

Children should be vaccinated a- 
vainst smallpox and immunized a- 
gainst diptheria before starting to 
school. This should be done in the 
first year of life, but if it has been 
neglected, it should ve done —NOW
